Notwithſtanding, by the fincere ſimplicity & 
plainnefſe of Gods truth, and the inſpiration 
of the Holy-Ghoſt, hee not onely deſcried 
the fondnefle of their hereſies but even un- 
tied che knots, and brake theirnets and deli- 
vered himſelf, and mightily confured them : 
ſuch was the working of God, as being 
where in their meetings, hee was ſtrongly 
confirmed in the dodtrine of the truth by ſee- 
_ hearing them. Thus by Gods mercy he 

ped and was conquerour in this fight. 

Bat the devill had not ſo done with him, 
for another and more dangerous bartell pre. 
ſently followed. The Waldeſians of whom 
wee ſpake before, were at that rime in A 4- 
ples in good number. With themn did Galeass- 
# daily converſe , their courſes of life and 
ſiudy being nor farre unlike.

retnrhed our of Germany z which thing Gas 
leacius promiſed and performed : for he as 
bodein1rely until Auguſt : at whichtime 
he had notice that his father had prevailed 
in hisſuit before the Emperour. - During 
whichitime, one Hieronymus Fracaſftorius, 4 
notable Philoſopher, Phyſttian, and Poet, 
{ being procured- and ſet on by the Mars 
queſſe) dealt with Galeacius with all his 
mightand eloquence, to perſwade him to 
yeild to his father; adding withal, that 
that new 'Se& (as he termed) was falſe and 
deceitful, and not worthy to be beljeved, 
Galeacius heard all he-could fay, andanfſ 
wered him point- þy point ; andfinally, 
by the pure-fimpliciry of the word of God, 
he ſatisfied him ( though he was both wiſe 
and learned) that he willingly heid his 
tongue; and at laft friendly intreatcd himy 
that he would not be angry for that his in» 
portunity and boldnefſe with him.

Galeacins obeying againe his fathers 
"i , took his journey from Gezeva, and 
ame to Mantue the fifteenth of June, where 
was entertained by his father with more 
widen ordinary kindnefſe , and in more lo. 
g manner then heretofore was accuſto- 
med. And at laft he opened his minde un- 
him , the ſubſtance and effe& whereof 
: that he had obtained of his Uncle, 
o now was Pope,a diſpenſation for himfz

true fountaine of wiſdome and conſtancy 
hambly craving of the Lord to aſliſt hi 
with h1s holy ſpicic, that in this extremig 
he might adviſe and reſolve of the beſt at 
ſafeſt courſe, for Gods glory and his oi 
ſound comfort. (O how truly ſung t& 
ſweet finger of Iſrae/ King David , when 
ſaid, How happy and bleſſed are they that fea 
Ged, for God- will teach them the way 
ſhould walk!) Galeacius found it moſt t 
In his own. experience, for upon this þ 
ſubmiſſion and prayer Mhie Lord from he 
ven refolved him in this ſort, That ſeeiny 
the Pope did (Antichriſt like) dire&ly oy 
ſe himſelf co Chriſt , and his Religic 
and Church ; that theretore he might b 
no meanes ſue for, or accept any favour 
his hand, nor be by any meanes beholdir 
to him at all. Becauſe what ſhew of ſervic 
ſoever was done to him by:the _ 
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wiChriſt,ſeemed to be taken from Chriſt him- 

ſelfe. Further, Gods ſpirit perſwaded him 
wit carried too great a ſhew of Apoſtacy, or 
ack-(liding, to forſake the company of

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os Journepes, of the Church of Genev 7, of 
 Calvine, and of many chiefe points of Ghris 
ſtiar: Religion 3 ſhe.diſmiifſed him, and left 
him to his journey ; but not without: all 
couricfies that ſhe could afford him : and 
namely for one, to relieve the length and 
tediouſnciſe of the way , ſhe lent him hee 
own Chariot : and thus Galeacins was con- 
veyed in the Chariot of ſo great a Princeſſe 
as far as tothe Town of Fraxcolium : from 
whence having a pleaſant tide down to the 
river of Po, or Padus, he came by water in- 
to Venice : where taking ſhip and'crofſing 
the ſca, he went thorow Switzerland to Ges 
nevi , and thither came the fourteenth&

his children, But when ſhe ſaw her woman- 
hy. arguments and vaine fcribing did no 
pod , at laſtſhe in an carneſt manner deli- 
Fa im to meether. in ſome City within 

territory of the. Venetians, not far from 
the Kingdome of Naples. To this motion 
Galeacins yeilded 4 and thus the husband 
and wife promiſed to meet; but the end3 

they aimed at weredivers ; ſhe hoped 

her flattery and faire ſpeeches, her teaces 
and lamentations, to winne her husband 
G 2 " home 
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home againe; on the other fide he was 
much more bufie in devifing how he might 
perſwade her to deliver her ſelf cut of the 
alch of Popery, and come and dwell with 
him. With theſe reſolutions'they both go- 
ing forward ; ſhe came to Vico, to her fa- 
ther in law the Marqueſſe. He came from 
Geneva to Leſina, a ity in Dal[matia. This 
Lefina is diſtane from Vicum an hundred 
Italian miles by water 3 and ftandeth 
Juſt over againſt Vicum; and the ſea called 
the Venetian Gultfe lyeth betwixt them. Ge 
leacius here abode and expetted his wife:but 
at that time ſhe came not as ſhe had pro» 
miſed, and he expe&ed. Yet he could never 
Jearne rhe cauſe of ber ſtaying at that time, 
nor what it was that moved her ſo todif* 
appoint him z yet though fhe came nor her 
ſelf, ſhe ſentgwo of her eldeft ſons tq their 
father ; whoſe fight was moſt welcome,and 
their company moſt comfortable to Gales 
cius : but one way it grieved him the morg 
becauſe the fight and company , eſpecially] dec 
he had taken ſo long a journey : therefore cc: 
ſending them ſoon after home againe , heſ or 
went away ſorrowful to Geneve, WhertY Rb, 
he had reſted but a few dayes , but anotherJven 

acket of letters came poſting from his wik

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former negligence-, and to vouchſafe once

ref mends for his former. negligence, he yeil- 
ly} d:d ro go. And ſo obtained for his berter 
ref :curicy in going and returning a paſport 
heſj or ſafe condut from the high Court uf 
ect Rboetia ; he departed from Genevz the ſe- 
zee venth of March, in the year 1558. and came 
ito Lefing in Dalmatia, over againſt F.cum :

hard, baſe, and obſcure life, and ſubje& to 
many outward dangers and miferies ;"In 
which reſpe&s it was that ſhewas ſo inſtant 
him toftaywith her, But the con- 
cluſion was y'herdefire was to enjoy hin\ 
and 1tely both z but rather -then ſhe would 
have Italy and the delicacies thereof, ſhe 
ſe plainly coforſake hin, and to with, 
draw the duty of a wife from him. For it 
may in no caſe be omitted (which after-

——— andouicenctl _ minde. Yet he

with her ,;and openly and;plaioly denouns

was ohe moſt lamentable fizht, which

el ef fline. Among all his chuldren he had

conqueronr over Satan, and over ſo man 
ſtrong temptations with which the world 
and natural affeftions had affailed him; 
their feare was turned inco comfort, their 
forrow into joy , and they all glorified the 
Lord for him. And fo after matual com- 
fort givenand received , he departed from 
Venice, and travelled thorow Rhetia and 
Switzerland, where he viſited the Churches 
of the Proteſtants, and comforted them 


greatly with his preſence, and by telling | 


them what great things the Lord had d 
for him ; and fo by the good hand of his 
God upon him, he came in ſafety to Genevu 
the fourth of Ofober in the yeare 1558. His 
ſafe arrival brought exceeding joy to the 
whole Church there ; but dpectally to the 
Italian Congregation : tor his long abſence 
had brought them unto ſome ſuſpence and 
doubt , not of any alteration of his Religh 
on, but of ſome cruel and falſe meaſures to 
have been offered him by the deceitful Px 
piſte. But when they ſaw him ſo ſafely re- 
turned'untoucht in conſcience, and unhurt 
in his perſon; and that he had paſſedfo 
many pikes of temptations which the 
knew had been pitched againſt him, they 
gave great thanks to the Lord for him. But 
when he had diſcourſed unto them parts 

cularly 
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cularly the whole courſe of the procee> 
dings : firſt, what a ſtrong battery of temp=» 
tations and affaults the divel and the works 
had planted againſt him, then how manful-

whenſoever need ſhall ſo require : for it 
was thought good by the Church fo to dof 
both for that the caſe was extraordinary, fg 
and would be finiſterly ſpoken of, and cen ſh 
lured by many , who knew not ſufficients 
ly how it ſtood : and eſpecially for the pres 
venting of any ſlander or cavil which the'hy 
| enemies 
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 anfpemics might obje& againſt our Religion.

punced to be free and diſcharged ow 
hat wife, who had already cut off her ſelfe 
fom him. The Magiſtrate confidering the 
math and circumſiance of the caſe, together 
h the judgement of the Divines, where« 
Ito alſo was agreeable the judgement of 
be Law, granted nnto him as by his advo- 
cares 
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cates it was required ; and fo 'in publick 
Court, and by ſentence definite, and irreyo- 
cable, he was divorced, and was pronouns 
ced to be free, and diſcharged of his former 
wife V:#oria; and that it was lawful for. 
him and in his choice to live unmarried or 
© matry as himſelf would After which 
liberty obtained, he imparted the matter to 
his friends, and applyed himſelfe to think 
of another wife, he asked their advices in 
this pointalſo. And herein hetook that 
courſe which generally nien ir the world 
take not z for in his choice he reſpefted not 
fo much wealth, birth, nor beauty, but on- 
ly to finde a fit companion of his life, and 
ſucha one ; as with whom he might lead 
that which remained of his life in a com»/ 
fortable contentment , in. tranquillity of f# 
minde and peace of conſcience, that ſo he he

| Rate of Geneva 2: for: not one Senator pot 
Magiſtrate of the cityg not oneof the Prea- 
' chers 
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chers'and Miniſters of the Church was to 
be found , which had not alway& in their 
mouthes, the commendation” of.noble Ge- 
tacius : yea' he was honoured and highly 
tſteemed of by them all, and it was hard to 
ſay whether he was more loved or admired 
amongſt them, -| In a word , he was loved 
ofall men, looked at of all men, ſpoken of 
by/all men, magnified and extolled, yea 
wondred at of all men ; and though he 
knew not wany himſelfe , yet all men la- 
boured to know him. No publick meeting 
was appointed, no folemne feaſt was made, 
whereto this our Galeacius was not ſo- 
lemaly called; yea every man was deſirous 
of him , and happy was he.that might have 
his company : yea they thoughttheir mee= 
mg graced , and their houſes honoured 
with his preſence 3 and in all aſſemblies the 
chiefeſt and higheſt room was offered hin, 
yea was thruſt upon him , though he no- 
thing at all reſpeted ir. And al though he 
wfuled the name and Title. of Marqueſle, 
becauſe, he ſaid , the Emperonr had cut off 
kis (ucceſſion, and deprived him of that ho- 
aur becauſe of his Religion : notwith» 
ing,. doe what he could, the was called 
no other nameall his life long, and that

Religion. Forall men thinking that he 
had injury to be deprjved of his lawful ſuc- 
ceſſion ; therefore though - they | could not 
give him the living and «ace,yet they gave 
im all rthey could, that is, the name and 
title. Such were his noble and gentlematy 
ly qualities ( beſides his Chriſtian _ 
that they won the love and- liking of 
men 3; and cauſed them to honour him fat 
above that he dcfired or cared: for : yeas 
very one laboured to ſhew any ſervice 5:« 
to performe any duty towards him; n 
ſtrangers themlelves were defirous to: 
him, and were drawn into an admiraties 
of him : inſomuch as whenſoever-anyd 
the Nobiliey or Princes of- Chriſtendom, 
eſpecially of Italy, did travel to fee forrei 
Nations 3 and for the moſt part taking 
neva in their way (which: place generalh] 
all travellers have a great deſire to _— W 
would by no meanes omit. to fce and vitty vi 
Galeacius, Thus did Francs and 41pbouſs[t 
the young Dukes of Ferrars, Oftavins tht th 
Prince of Selerum : and thus did  Ferweſw [bt 
the Duke of Purma,and diverswho in thelt be 
rrave] comming by Geneva entertained hiw}dd 
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honowr,no leſs than if he had beet ae Naples 
in his former glory : or if he had ftill been 
&Courtier in the Empercurs Court, as here- 
tblore he had been. In a word; no Noble 
wah, no Ambaſſadour , no great Scholler, 
no man of note of any forreigh nation eame 
that way, bur preſently they uſed meanes to 
have-a fight of this noble Marqueſſe ; and 
for the moſt part deſired to have fomecom- 
pany and conference with him -- So that he 
was reſorted unto continually by 'men of 
all Corts ; as though he had not been-:a pri- 
rate man, keeping a meane eſtate and dwel- 
ling in a little houſe 3 but rather as though 
he bad been a geeat Prince.in the Court, or 
ane neer in place tothe Emperour (himſelf. 
Rut though all men defired his acquain- 
tance and company, and he againe was not 
arious in that point , but courteous to all 
a occaſion was offered : yer for the moſt 
part his moſt familiar converſation was 
with the mep of his own nation : namelr, 
with his country megithe Italians, of whom 
6 as a flouriſhing Church at Geneva at 
time; and which alſo flouriſhed 
the better by his meanes, as heretofore hath 
been declared, Amongſt whom thovgh he 
beliaved himſelte, it is doubttul whether 


1 gnore civilly, or more humbly , yer 4or all 
2uhy 3: that 
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that he washonoured of them all, and uſed: 
more like aLord than a private man:which! 
' although he in every reſpe&t deſerved , yet 
by no-meanes defired. And fo befides all 
his worthy and excellent parts, his humble! 
minde and friendly . converſation made 
him morehononrable. And to ſpeak” but 
truth ofhim;out of all queſtion he was not 
only a good Chriſtian on (which isnot 
alwayes ſeen)a perfe& and an abſolute man: 
yea a man can. hardly: name any of theſe 
good:-parts,'and amiable qualities , which: 
tor the maſt part doe win a mans love in the 
world ; which were not to be found in this 
noble gentleman. For beſides. his noble 
birth and Princely education, his Religion 
and true feare of God , he was alſo humbly 
minded; affable, courteous, and friendly 
to all men : he was wiſe. diſcreet, of good 
conceit, and of an excellent ſpeech and dif- 
courſe. It would have delighted a man to 
have heard him ſpeake; for as his memo» 
ry was excceding goody; fo his natural & 
loquence, his ſmooth ſtile, his eafie, quiet, 
and feem]y delivery, made his ſpeech to be 
greatly commended of all that heard him. 
Aman would have wondred to ſee how 
many cven of the beſt ſort would have la- 
bourcd to have been in his company,and as 
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 F it were have catched up and eaten his words 


from his mouth , when it pleaſed himto 
—_ of ſome of thoſe exploits and ad- 
entures, which had fallen within the com« 
of his own knowledge : as of the Em- 
our Charles the fifth his voyage into Pro» 
vehce, and of his wars which he waged in 
Gelderlayd,againſt the Duke of Cleve, and of 
many other great affaires , and ſpecial imy' 
ployments. Neither was he only a fit com- 
_ for gentlemen and men of eſtate, 
nt ſagh was the mildnefſe of his natyre 
and diſpoſition, that he was alſo kinde and 
courteous to men of lower place, and moſt” 
of all to the poor , amcog}: whom if they 
were godly and honeſt, he would converſe 
4 familiarly as with his equals, or with 
men of greater place.He was alſo of a free 8 
liberal heart ; no poor or diſtrefſed man did 
ever require his aſliſtance, or crave his help, 


'but preſently he would reach anto them 


his helping hand , and relieve them by all 
meanes he could 5 yea the want ofhis for- 


'mer wealth and lofſe of his Marqueſdome, 


did never grieve him but when he had not 
wherewithal to exerciſe his charity to- 
wards the poor ſoules of God : it was his 
Joy and delight to be lending and giving to 
thoſe that wanted, and in that reſpet only

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heoften wiſhed himie]fe a5-greata mann; 
Geneva as he was in italy ; but to his powes! 
and abilicy his good 'workes did farre exs.

often feel his bounty ; he omitted not to 
viſit his fick brethrea 4 and that moſtdili» 
gently : ſuch as were-poor he rejieved; yea 
the richeſt and learnedſt of all did thinke 
themſelves in their {ickneſſes happy to have, 
hig wich ther ; his preſence and company;

127 
wr , Whereby he affured himſelfe 
undoubtedly of ſalvation , of the manifold 
holy graces ;-wherewith God had adorned 
him : by the force whereof he ſaid , he had 
borne off ſo many buffets of Satan ,' had 
paſſed ſo many pikes of troubles, and come 
away conquerour in ſo many fearful fighes, 
as had oppoſed - themſelves againſt him in 
his converſion, ' Theſe gifts and graces of 
God he weighed with the crofles of his fick- 
nefſe, and found them far heavier : and he 
compared theſe ' momentary and light af 
flitions, with that exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory , which he ſaid , heknew 
was laid up for him in heaven. Theſe and 


- fuch like meditations cheered up his ſpiric 


morethan the force of his fſicknefſe could 
apal him. 

But above all things he felt unſpeakable 
comfort and ſweetneſſe in his prayers to 
the Lord : which he poured "ott-moſtfer. 
vently, and with a zealous and faithful 
heart : and would -often ſay that in the 
midiſt of his prayers, his foul ſeemed tohiin 
to be even raviſhed out of himſelf, and to 
taſte of the bleſſed joyes of heaven. So that 
the ſaying of the blefſed Apoſtle was verift- 
edin him. As the ſufferings of Chriſt abouns= 
dedin us , ſo conſolation by Chriſt abounded

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much wore, In his fickneſſe he wanted ng 
help of the Phyſiczans, for they came to him 
out. of all parts af the City , and willingly 
did! they all foe their diligence abour 
his body z whoſe foul they knew had 
Chriſt Jeſus to be the Phyſician for it. His 
friends alſo continually viſited him, who 
were of the chiefe men in the City; and 
were all welcome to him, rich and 


poor : and it is bard to ſay whether be re- 


ceived morecomfort by them, or they more 
ſpiritual edification by him; his ſpeeches 
and-þchaviours were ſo full of patience, 
and fo well feaſoned with all grace, All 
his friends performed to him. what duty 


ſocver was in their power , bat eſpecially - 


his worthy wife did then ſhew her telf moſt 
loving and loyal, for ſhe was never from a« 
bout him, and ſaw that he wanted nothing 
which the world could yeild for the reco- 
very of his health. But all was in vaine, 
for the time of his diſſolution was at hand, 
and he had run the royal race of a moſt ho- 
ly Chriſtian life ; and now nothing remai- 
ned but a bleffed death.
